PUBLICATION OF FIRST INTERIM REPORT 


A first Interim Report has been published by the 
Patent Committee recommending modifications of the 
present procedure for applying for extension of term of 
patents where the patentee as such has suffered loss or 
damage as a result of the war. This Departmental 
Committee, under the Chairmanship of Mr. Kenneth 
Swan, K.C., was appointed by the President of the 
Board of Trade in April 1944 for the purpose of recom- 
mending any changes that might be desirable in the 
Patents and Designs Acts and in the practice of the 
Patent Office and the Courts in relation to these Acts. 

Under the existing procedure, the main provisions of 
which were enacted following the war of 1914-18, a 
patentee who desires to obtain an extension of his patent 
is required to make application by way of originating 
summons to the High Court. The cost of this procedure 
has proved to be an undue burden upon patentees, and 
enquiries made by the Committee indicate that the cost 
of obtaining an extension, even in the most simple type 
of case, varies from £150 to £200. Costs of this nature 
appear to be inseparable from the present High Court 
procedure where the patentee is required to be repre- 
sented by counsel and also to bear the cost incidental to 
like representation of the Comptroller of Patents, who 
appears as custodian of the public interest in matters 
affecting patents.

The Committee, after considering the various pro- 
posals submitted to them, recommend, with two dis- 
sentients, that the Comptroller of Patents should be 
given power to deal with and decide applications for 
extension of term of patents himself in cases where the 
patentee as such has suffered loss or damage as a conse- 
quence of war. They do not, however, propose to 
deprive patentees of their existing right to make applica- 
tion to the High Court if they prefer to do so. Provision 
for an appeal from a decision of the Comptroller is also 
recommended. 

The Committee advocate a revised procedure under 
which a patentee should make application upon a form 
to be prescribed for the purpose, and bearing a stamp 
fee of £3, and that the application should be supported 
by a statutory declaration setting out the facts upon 
which the patentee relies. If the Comptroller is satisfied 
with the case presented to him by this means, and there 


is no opposition by third parties, he would make an 
Order extending the term of the patent for a period 
which, in his opinion, would compensate for the loss 
sustained by the patentee. In such cases the patentee 
would only be faced with the cost of the stamp fee of £3 
and the cost incidental to the preparation of his statutory 
declaration. In cases where the Comptroller raised 
objection to the application and a hearing became 
necessary, the patentee would not be required to employ 
counsel to represent him, as at present, since both 
patent agents and solicitors have the right of audience 
in all proceedings before the Comptroller. 

The Committee point out that the additional juris- 
diction proposed to be conferred upon the Comptroller 
does not appear to be in excess of many of the other 
judicial functions already discharged by him in the 
exercise of his office ; neither is the principle of allowing 
an applicant the option of applying either to the Comp- 
troller or to the Court a novel feature in the Acts 
administered by the Comptroller. 

The Committee stress the urgency of early legislation 
as patents are lapsing daily and patentees who have 
been prevented from working their patents by war 
restrictions will wish to resume working under extended 
patent protection in the near future. 

Two of the ten members of the Committee dissent 
from the proposal to invest the Comptroller with power 
to deal with applications for extension of term of patents 
and they recommend that the Masters of the Chancery 
Division of the Supreme Court should be instructed to 
decide all applications in which there was no serious 
doubt or difficulty in determining whether an extension 
should be granted and, if so, the period of extension to 
be allowed.

Answers in Parliament 


The following are recent answers to Parliamentary Questions 
of trading and industrial interest : 


Exports to Latin America (17/4/45): In reply to questions about 
the measures being taken for the restoration of British export 
trade in South and Central America, about the staffing of the 
Latin-American branch of the Board of Trade, and about the 
public works plan projected by the Government of Chile, the 
President said: “I have asked H.M. Embassy at Santiago to 
send full particulars of the Chilean Government’s schemes as 
soon as they are available. My hon. Friend, the Secretary to 
the Overseas Trade Department, and I will gladly do all we 
can to assist exporters both to Chile and to other Latin-American 
countries. More than 100 representatives of commercial firms 
have received exit permits to visit these countries in the eight 
months up to 31st March last. 

“T consider that the staff now dealing with Latin-America, 
both in the Board of Trade and the Department of Overseas 
Trade, is adequate for present purposes. Reports containing 
the latest information on commercial conditions in a number of 
these countries have recently been published and are selling well, 
and further reports will follow very soon.” 


Iron and Steel Production (17/4/45): In reply to a question 
about whether it was proposed to undertake an enquiry into the 
efficiency of iron and steel production in this country, the 
President said: “‘The Government have, for some time, had 
under consideration the measures required to secure the efficiency 
of the iron and steel industry in the post-war period. My right 
hon. Friend the Minister of Supply and I have already instituted 
certain enquiries on the subject, which are not yet complete.” 


Local Authorities and Industry (12/4/45): In reply to a question 
about whether local authorities would be consulted so far as 
the work of the Special Research Sub-Committee and the 
Distribution of Industry Committee was concerned, the President 
said: “I presume that my hon. Friend refers to the official 


Regional Distribution of Industry Committees, and the official 
Sub-Committees on Research which have already been set up in 
some regions. Each of my Regional Controllers has been 
instructed to keep in touch with the Local Authorities in his 
region.” 


Rent of Business Premises (12/4/45): In reply to a q uestion 
about what steps have been taken to prevent landlords of shops, 
factories and offices from increasing rents, the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Board of Trade said: “I am advised that the 
Rent Restrictions Acts do not apply to business premises except 
where they are used in connection with dwelling houses (for 
example, a shop and house above) and that there is no power of 
intervention in other cases.” 


Normal Year’s Output (13/4/45): In reply to a question about 
the value and volume of a normal year’s output of consumers’ 
and producers’ goods in Great Britain, the President said: 
** None of the war years can, of course, be described as normal, 
but in 1938, the last complete pre-war year, personal expenditure 
on consumption at market prices was estimated, in the White 
Paper on National Income and Expenditure in the years 1938 to 
1943 (Cmd. 6520) at £4,072 million and net private investment 
at home as £305 million.” 


Scottish Furniture Production (17/4/45): In reply to a question 
about furniture produced by a group of Scottish manufacturers, 
the President said: ‘‘ Forty-six Scottish firms have been 
designated as makers of utility furniture and are providing a 
substantial proportion of the present output, which I am glad 
to say is steadily rising. This furniture has been designed to 
ensure the maximum economy in the use of materials and labour, 
and the lowest prices consistent with sound construction 
and good design. It is generally regarded as very good value for 
the money. I do not consider that similar furniture could be 
produced more cheaply, except either by lowering the quality or 
by cutting wages. But I am always ready to examine suggestions 
for improvement.” 





Machine Tool Control 


As some industrialists have recently made enquiries regarding 
specific points of Machine Tool Control, the present position is 
summarised below. 

The Ministry of Supply replaced comprehensive control of 
machine tools on Ist February 1945 by “selective control ” 
applied to scarce types and to the most vital requirements. 


Licensing : Since Ist February 1945, it has not been necessary 
for an acquirer to obtain a Purchase Certificate before placing 
an order for any metal-working machine tool or for any measuring 
instrument or measuring machine coming within the scope of 
the Machine Tool Control. The production and allocation of 
scarce types of metal working machine tools are planned by 
placing these types on a “‘ Nominated List,” and orders for any 
of these and measuring instruments and machines can only be 
accepted by suppliers under the authority of ‘‘ Supply Certifi- 
cates.” For all other new metal working machines, suppliers 
have only to tell the Control of the acceptance and completion 
of orders, and any orders of exceptional importance and urgency 
will be dealt with by means of “‘ Preferential Delivery Instruc- 
tions.” Licensing of woodworking machines is retained in full 
under the Control of Machine Tools (No. 10) Order. 


Price Control : Since Ist February 1945, new order s for new 
metal-working machine tools have not been subject to statutory 
price control. This permits a reversion to the normal contract 
conditions applying to most types of engineering equipment. 
Price control of woodworking machines is retained. 


Disposal Arrangements : All Government surplus machine tools 
(i.e., those not in the possession of contractors) are now in the 
charge of the Machine Tool Control. Sales from this Machine 


Tool Control Pool are on a new price basis which has been fixed 
at a level favourable to purchasers in order to facilitate the 
re-equipment of industry. Stock Records giving brief specifica- 
tion, price and location of every Government machine tool 
which becomes available for disposal by the Control are main- 
tained in each of the Machine Tool Control Offices in Birmingham, 
Bristol, Glasgow, Leeds*and Manchester, as well as in London. 
These records are open for inspection between the hours of 
10 a.m. and 4 p.m. from Monday to Friday in each week. Permits 
may be obtained to inspect machines where they are stored. 

Sales will be on a cash basis and each machine will be sold as 
inspected by purchaser and loaded on his vehicle at store. Pur- 
chasers will be required to give an undertaking that machines 
will be used in their business in the United Kingdom, and 
purchases of used machines for stock or re-sale will not be 
permitted. 

Purchasers may decide that a machine tool merchant can 
render them a service by selecting and inspecting suitable 
machines. Every transaction will be directly between the 
Ministry of Supply and the user, and the price will be the same 
whether or not he decides to use the services of a merchant in 
this way. The Ministry has entered into agreements with 
merchants for this purpose, and a list of merchants holding such 
agreements is available at each Machine Tool Control Regional 
Office. 

It is important to note that these arrangements do not apply 
to Government-owned machine tools in the possession of con- 
tractors. These contractors should address any enquiries 
relating to such machines to the Department with whom they 
hold an agreement. 

The new arrangements are embodied in the Control of Machine 
Tools (No. 14) Order (S. R. & O. 1945 No. 56).

A Liverpool office has been opened this week as part of the 
Board of Trade’s regional organisation in the North-West. 

The office, which will be specially concerned with the indus- 
trial problems of Merseyside, is on the first floor of Cunard 
Buildings, Liverpool 3 (Tel. : Central 2336). 

Mr. J. Paravicini, Deputy Regional Controller, has been 
transferred from regional headquarters in Manchester to take 
charge. Mr. Paravicini has been associated with Merseyside 
for thirty years and is a former Chairman of the Joint Industrial 
Council of the asbestos industries. 


Mr. H. N. Grundy, the Board’s Regional Controller in the 
North-West, will use the new office as his Merseyside head- 
quarters. j 

The Board of Trade Regional Organisation is closely linked 
with that of the Ministry of Production, whose Capacity Office 
on Merseyside is at 25 Victoria Street, Liverpool, and is in the 
charge of the District Manager, Colonel J. Tennant. The two 
Departments work in close collaboration and provide a joint 
service.

Towels and Udder Cloths for Milk Producers: Arrangements 
have now been made for a third issue of the special certificates 
to enable milk producers to purchase towels, udder cloths and/or 
dairy cloths. The first and second issues have now ceased and 
no more applications for them can be accepted. It should be 
clearly understood, however, that any unused first or second issue 
certificates still in the possession of producers remain valid and 
producers should use them before making any application for the 
new issue. 

Requests for forms on which to apply for the third allowance 
should be made on a postcard and addressed as follows :— 

(a) England and Wales. To Milk Marketing Board, Thames 
Ditton, Surrey. Registered milk producers should quote their 
M.M.B: Wholesale and/or Producer-Retailer registered number(s) 
together with, IN BLOCK LETTERS, their full name and 
communication address (with county) as registered with the 
Board. 

(b) Scotland. Registered milk producers should apply to the 
Regional Officer of the Milk Marketing Board with which they 
are registered. Unregistered producers should apply to their 
Agricultural Executive Committee. 

(c) Northern Ireland. To the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Stormont, Belfast. Milk producers should quote their milk licence 
number or creamery platform number. 

(d) Isle of Man. To their Local Government Department 
Inspector. The allowance will be on the same basis as in previous 
years and will take the form of towel certificates in denominations 
of 2 or 4 coupons. 

Applications for this third issue of towel certificates may be 
made at any time between 30th April 1945 and 30th April 1946 
in England and Wales, Scotland and the Isle of Man. In Northern 
Ireland the third issue will not be available until 3lst May 1945 
and will last until 3lst May 1946.

Clothing Exports by Retailers to Officers of the Forces: The 
collowing notice summarises and brings up to date the information 
fontained in earlier notices about coupon replacement for autho- 
rised outfit exported by retailers to individual officers of the 
Army and R.A.F. (including women officers and nursing sisters). 

(1) Service dress uniform, caps and greatcoats (or British 
warms for colonels and higher ranks or officers of Household 
Troops) may be exported to individual men or women officers. 
Xetailers may subsequently apply to the Board of Trade, North 
Gate, Prince Albert Road, London, N.W.8, for coupons, sub- 
mitting the officer’s order for inspection. This arrangement 
does not apply to Indian Army officers stationed in India, who 


must obtain these articles in India; but the articles may be 
supplied to British Army and R.A.F. officers there. All orders 
from R.A.F. and Allied Air Force officers must be countersigned 
by their commanding officer, and in the case of the latter are not 
to be sent to the retailer direct but must be forwarded to the Air 
Ministry, Directorate of Air Force Liaison, Seaford House, 
37 Belgrave Gardens, London, 8.W.1, for authorisation. Orders 
from Allied Army officers should be referred to the Board of 
Trade before execution. 

(2) Other articles of authorised outfit may be supplied as 
follows : 

(a) Western Europe (B.L.A.).. The Order must be accom- 
panied by a form duly completed and countersigned by the 
commanding officer. The forms in question are : 

RH.504-—Men officers. 
RH.505—A.T.S. officers. 
RH.506—Army nurses. 
RH.508—W.A.A.F. officers. 
RH.509—R.A.F. nurses. 

After the despatch of the goods, the trader may apply 
to the Board at the above address for coupons, forwarding 
the form and evidence of direct export. An issue of coupons 
for rationed goods other than authorised outfit, or for 
orders not accompanied by the appropriate form, will in 
general be considered only if the trader consulted the 
Board before executing the order. Forms from Allied Air 
Force officers must, as in the case of orders for uniform, 
be authorised by the Directorate of Air Force Liaison. 

(6) Mediterranean Area (C.M.F., B.T.N.A., M.A.A.F.). The 
same procedure has now been brought into operation in this 
area, and orders sent after Ist March must be accompanied by 
Form RH.504, ete. 

N.B. Traders should note that goods may not be delivered 
against Form RH.504, etc., to persons in this country but 
must be despatched to the officer abroad. Officers coming 
home on leave are given coupons to cover their requirements. 
Forms RH.504, ete., are distributed abroad and supplies 
cannot be obtained here. 

(c) In the case of orders not falling within (1) or (2) (a) or 
(6), the retailer should, before executing the order, apply to 
the Board of Trade at the above address on Form A.T. 3C, 
sending in the original order according to the normal procedure 
for exports of rationed goods by retailers, with the following 
exceptions :— 

(1) Orders from officers with the R.A.F. Delegation in 
Washington, U.S.A., for raincoats or blue shirts and collars 
may be executed at once.

The Textile Committee Mission to Brazil 


The Combined Production and Resources Board has announced 
an important contribution to the alleviation of the acute United 
Nations’ Cotton Textile situation. 

Some 300 million yards of cotton fabrics are to be added to 
Brazil’s export commitments for the next twelve months, under 
an agreement just reached at Rio de Janeiro, between the 
representatives of the Combined Production and Resources 
Board’s Textile Committee and the Comissao Executiva Textile 
of Brazil. 

Last May a Brazilian Textile Mission visited Washington and 
indicated that their Government would endeavour in the interests 
of the Allied war effort, to make available for export about 
500 million yards of cotton textiles during 1944 and 1945; but 
in fact only a portion of 500 million yards was actually ordered 
and shipped. 

The Mission found Brazil had commercial commitments for 
about 200 million yards for 1945. Brazil is supplying in cotton 
textiles a part of her national contribution to U.N.R.R.A. 

Ninety million yards have been contracted by U.N.R.R.A. 
for delivery over twelve months. The French Government has 
concluded orders with Brazil for 60 million yards which will, 
it is hoped, be delivered in 1945. 

In addition, Brazil hopes to supply a further 60 million yards 
commercially to various other markets. The recent agreement 
between the Comissao Executiva Textile in Brazil and the Textile 
Committee of the C.P.R.B. provides for 80 million yards to be 
purchased for Liberated Areas, chiefly in the Far East. 


Thus it is expected that during the next twelve months Brazil 
will reach the target of an annual export of 500,000,000 yards. 

Brazil recognises the duty of the Combined Production and 
Resources Board to determine the most effective use of textile 
production in the prosecution of the war. Brazil is therefore 
appointing a textile representative to work with the Textile 
Committee of the C.P.R.B. in Washington, and the Comissao 
Executiva Textile will execute in Brazil recommendations of 
the Combined Boards as they relate to Brazilian textiles. 

The working of the agreement will be facilitated by a special 
working group which it is proposed to set upin Rio under the 
Chairmanship of Mr. Machiel, together with representatives 
of U.S., British and Canadian Embassies as members, and Mr. 
Gilbert L. Landsberg as Secretary. 

The understanding which has been reached on prices relates 
Brazilian export prices to world levels. 

The C.P.R.B. Mission to Brazil consisted of T. M. Bancroft, 
Chairman of the Textile Committee of the C.P.R.B. and Assistant 
Director of the Textile Clothing and Leather Bureau of the 
War Production Board ; Colonel W. A. Grierson, U.K. Member 
of the Textile Committee, Frank Winterbottom of the British 
Ministry of Production, Saul Nelson, American Staff Member of 
the Textile Committee, and Richard Cleaves of the Foreign 
Economic Administration. 

(The above announcement was issued this week by the Ministry 
of Production. ) 
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(2) Orders from R.A.F. officers for raincoats, blue shirts 
and collars, in India and other areas not specified in (2) (a) 
or (6) may be executed at once, if countersigned by the 
commanding officer. 

Despatch of Parcels. Parcels should in all cases be despatched 
by the retailer, fully addressed with the rank, name, number 
and unit of the offic ver, and if between 15 Ib. and 56 Ib. in weight 
may be sent by rail or carrier c/o Military Forwarding Officer, 
Tilbury Town Station, Tilbury (L.M.S.) in the case of parcels 
for B.L.A., and the Military Forwarding Officer, Rose Lane 
Garage, Mossley Hill, Liverpool, for all other destinations. 
Advice notes in duplicate on Army Form W.3146, or, if the form 
is unobtainable, on any pro forma invoice which shows parti- 
culars of consignee and consignor and weight of parcel, are to be 
despatched by post in advance of the goods to the Military 
Forwarding Officer, c/o H.Q. Movement Control, St. Chad’s 
School, Tilbury, Essex, or to the Military Forwarding Officer in 
Liverpool respectively. Parcels not over 22 lb. in weight may be 
sent direct to the officer by parcel post, and a certificate of 
posting obtained at the time of posting. Advice notes to* the 
Military Forwarding Officer are not necessary for these.

Priority Dockets for Blankets : The Board of Trade announce 
that the reserves of natidnal price-controlled blankets which are 
being held by selected wholesalers to meet priority dockets will 
be supplemented by supplies of brown cotton warp blankets. 
The wholesaler’s maximum selling price, excluding Purchase Tax, 
will be 13s. 1ld., and the retailer’s maximum selling price, 
including Purchase Tax, 24s. 7d. Retailers may receive against 
their dockets blankets with wool or cotton warp whichever the 
wholesaler has in stock. A priority docket does not convey a 
right to a blanket of any particular size or colour. If a priority 
customer refuses to accept a blanket obtained against his docket 
from a wholesaler, the docket cannot be returned to him and the 
retailer can keep the blanket for supply to any other member of 
the public, whether a docket holder or not. 

With reference to A.T.501, traders should know that applica- 
tions for wool blankets for supply against dockets should not be 
made to the Utility Cloth Office, but to one of the wholesalers in 
the list given in A.T.457 amended as shown below.

The Board of Trade wish to make it clear that the priority 
docket does not absolve retailers from compliance with the 
provisions of the Location of Retail Businesses Order. Only 
retailers who were dealing in household linens or blankets during 
the period Ist December 1940 to 23rd October 1941, or have 
since received a licence under the Order to do so may sell blankets 
even against priority dockets.

Rebate on Utility Fustian Cloth : The Board of Trade point out 
that there was a typographical error in the Trade Press Notice, 
A.T.508, issued on 10th April 1945, announcing arrangements 
for a rebate on utility fustian cloth. The numbers quoted in the 
second paragraph should read :—“ 3090, 3091 and 3100-3107 
inclusive.”

Imports into French North Africa : It is understood that the 
French authorities (Direction de la Co-ordination Industrielle, 
Services des Echanges Exterieurs) are now prepared to grant 
import licences for import into French North Africa through 
private trade channels of goods coming under the following 
general descriptions. 

Other goods are at present reserved for import through French 
Government channels :—specialised milk preparations ; lecithin ; 
spermacetti; glues; lactated flour; gelatine; manufactured 
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rubber products; pine oil; shellac; gums; vegetable seeds ; 
cotton twine for fishing nets; woven belting; tapes and other 
narrow fabrics, hose; flax thread; binder twine; cordage ; 
linoleum ; oil cloth; impregnated fabrics; paper products ; 
hydraulic cement; porcelain, pottery and firebrick and clay ; 
abrasives, wheels, powder, cloth, etc. ; asbestos products, linings 
and facings; graphites and carbons; manufactured mica ; 
magnesium calcined, sulphate; tale and non-metallic mineral 
products ; industrial diamonds ; calcium carbonate precipitated ; 
iron and steel products for railroads, mines and special industria] 
requirements ; nails, tacks, bolts, nuts, rivets, etc. ; stoves and 
heaters; needles; tool bit blanks; steel tanks; ferrous alloy 
products ; flints; copper products other than tools and hard- 
ware; brass products; lead sheets, pipes and plates ; nickel 
manufactures; zinc sheets and wire; nickel; babbit metal ; 
tungsten; beryllium, copper alloys, manganese ; antimony ; 
electric supplies ; turbines, locomotives, industrial machinery of 
all kinds and agricultural and transport machinery and parts ; 
coal tar products, industrial chemicals, fertilizers and paints ; 
medical and pharmaceutical preparations; explosives and 
, detonators; soap and toilet preparations; photographic and 
projection goods; scientific and professional instruments ; 
musical instruments ; office supplies ; toys, athletic and sporting 
goods ; clocks, watches and other jewellery ; miscellaneous 
bottling equipment, buttons, lamps, fire-fighting equipment, 
plastics, refrigerators, fishing tackle, trunks ; glass powder. 
The following items are reserved for further consideration :— 
sewing thread ; glass products ; pins.

Trade with France: The last paragraph of the notice about 
trade with France which appeared in Board of Trade Journal 
dated 7th April (page 150) was not intended to exclude the 
possibility of current private imports from France of any goods 
which are at present eligible for importation on private account 
from overseas countries on the ground of essentiality to our war 
economy.

Prohibited Imports: H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at 
Ottawa has forwarded a Memorandum, W.M. No. 51, Second 
Revision, Supplement No. 1, dated 7th March 1945, issued by 
the Department of National Revenue, which states that by 
Order in Council P.C. 1338, the importation into Canada of 
lithopone (not including cadmium lithopone or titanium 
lithopone) is prohibited except under and in accordance with 
the terms of a permit issued by or on behalf of the Minister of 
National Revenue. 

General Permit No. W.G. 2300 has been issued authorising the 
importation, until otherwise ordered, of this product, when the 
value for duty purposes of any one shipment is not more than 
25 dollars.

Commercial Imports by Parcel Post: With reference to the 
previous notice under the above heading in Board of Trade 
Journal of 20th February 1943 (page 73), H.M. Ambassador at 
Baghdad has forwarded a copy of Ministry of Supply notice 
No. 7 of 1945 which states that the import of post parcels exceed- 
ing £1 in value is still subject to import licence in accordance 
with Ministry of Finance notification No. 19 of 1943.

Overseas Trade Reports and 
Statistics 


ARGENTINA 


Export Trade in 1944: The Commercial Attaché, Canadian 
Legation in Buenos Aires, in the course of his Report on Argentine 
Export Trade in 1944, states that in the year under review 
Argentina exported 1,734,047,000 lbs. of meat, the bulk of 
which went to the United Kingdom. This represented an 
increase of 20 per cent. above the 1943 figure and included 
643,474,000 lbs. of frozen beef, 238,340,000 lbs. of lamb and 
mutton, 296,937,000 lbs. of tinned meats and 320,071,000 lbs. of 
pork. By way of comparison Canada supplied 874 million lbs. 
of meats, including 696 million lbs. of bacon, to the United 
Kingdom in 1944. 

Argentina exported 645 million dollars worth of farm products 
in 1944, including meats and other live-stock products valued at 
446 million dollars. The local live-stock producers’ income 
from this source in 1944 was almost double that of 1939, whereas 
exports of other farm products were 28 per cent. below the level 
of that year. Farm products represented 82 per cent. of all the 
commodities exported in 1944. Exports of textiles decreased 
from a value of 65 million dollars in 1943 to 33 million dollars in 
1944, due largely to new restrictions on exports from Argentina.

BRITISH INDIA 


Crop Conditions and Outlook: The Department of Commercial 
Intelligence and Statistics, Calcutta, reports as follows on the 
crops in India for the weeks ended on the dates given : 

Madras, 24th March. The sowing and transplanting of paddy 
and the harvesting of paddy, sugarcane and cotton are pro- 
gressing. Standing crops are generally fair.

Standing crops, including summer paddy and 
sugarcane are thriving. 

Bengal, 28th March. Standing crops are favourable. The 
sowing of jute and Aus paddy and the harvesting of rabi crops 
are progressing. 

Central Provinces and Berar, 30th March. The harvesting of 
late sown wheat is progressing. The harvesting of rabi is over, 
but threshing and winnowing are being continued. 

Assam, 9th April. Crop prospects of outturn are fair.

CANADA 


Domestic Exports in January : Canada’s domestic merchandise 
exports in January 1945 were valued at 230,498,000 dollars 
as compared with 242,011,000 dols. in the corresponding month 
of last year, a decrease of 11,513,000 dols. or 4-8 per cent. The 
value of basic war materials exported amounted to 114,898,000 
dols. as against 118,878,000 dols. in January 1944, states ‘‘ Com- 
mercial Intelligence Journal” published by the Department of 
Trade and Commerce, Ottawa. 

Domestic merchandise exports to the United Kingdom were 
valued at 83,230,000 dols. as compared with 94,813,000 dols. in 
January 1944, and the United States at 84,703,000 dols. as against 
85,325,000 dols. Exports to British India rose to 18,022,000 dols. 
from 7,505,000 dols. and to Italy, 12,711,000 dols. from 7,908,000 
dols. 

Merchandise exports to other leading countries in January 
1945 were as follows, totals for January 1944 being shown 
within parenthesis: British South Africa, 2,365,000 dols. 
(457,000); New Zealand, 3,787,000 dols. (2,350,000); Egypt, 
2,314,000 dols. (12,725,000); France, 2,300,000 dols. (nil); 
Soviet Union, 4,380,000 dols. (7,845,000); Jamaica, 1,591,000 
dols. (894,000 dols.); Trinidad and Tobago, 1,357,000 dols. 
(951,000) ; Australia, 1,790,000 dols. (2,787,000) ; New Zealand, 
1,382,000 dols. (1,788,000) ; French Possessions, 1,146,000 dols. 
(5,056,000). 

Exports of meat in January last advanced to 15,875,000 dols. 
from 12,645,000 dols. in the corresponding month of 1944, while 
wheat exports declined to 6,606,000 dols. from 22,856,000 dols. 
and wheat flour to 5,643,000 dols. from 6,638,000 dols. The 
total for fibres and textiles rose to 5,033,000 dols. from 2,987,000 
dols. Newsprint exports advanced to 11,313,000 dols. from 
11,033,000 dols. and those of planks aud boards to 6,402,000 
dols. from 6,253,000 dols. Exports of motor vehicles and parts 
increased to 37,354,000 dols. from 26,317,000 dols.

FRANCE 


The Budget : The Commercial Secretary, Canadian Embassy at 
Paris, reports that during the four years of occupation the public 
debt of France increased by about 1,000 billion francs or at the 
rate of approximately 250 billion frs. a year. Credits under the 
budget for the first quarter of 1945, which have been calculated 
on the basis of one-quarter of the yearly requirements, call for a 
total of 101-4 billion frs. Unless production can be considerably 
stepped up as the year progresses, and a good deal depends on 
increased transportation facilities, the budget deficit this year 
is likely to exceed the average annual deficit since the war began. 

The greater part of the 100 billion frs. expenditure from 
Ist January to 30th March 1945 will be for war purposes. The 
amounts earmarked for the armed forces total 43 billion frs. 
The bulk of the remainder, although mainly for civilian purposes, 
is either to be spent on reconstruction necessary for the further 
prosecution of the war, or for the urgent relief of the population 
in the distressed areas. 

A credit of 30 million frs. is to be spent by the Ministry of 
Agriculture for the removal of mines in country areas; the 
Public Health Budget will be devoted to relief measures affecting 
the soldiers, political prisoners and workers at present in Ger- 
many, whose number is about 3 million, and 1,727 million frs. is 
to be spent on shelters which must be provided for their return. 
The budget of the Ministry of Education is mainly for the 
rebuilding of schools destroyed or damaged by bombs or shells. 
Expenditures on the clearing of devastated towns will total 
300 million frs., while 28 million frs. will be spent on the recon- 
struction of destroyed towns and villages. Public works and 
transport expenditures include 772 million frs. for the re-equip- 
ment of the main transport lines, 5-09 million frs. for roads, 
bridges, canals and ports, and 25 million frs. for the raising of 
sunken ships. 

The principal expenditures (in millions of francs) are as 
follows :—National Defence, 43,257, including war, 30,850; 
air, 6,817; navy, 4,677; colonies, 913. Other services, by 
ministries: Finance, 24,615; Prisoners of War and Deportees, 


9,949; Public Health, 5,162; Education, 4,599; Interior, 
3,918; Labour, 2,702; Public Works, 2,237; Agriculture, 


1,324; Industrial Production,” 687; Food Supplies, 667; Re- 
construction, 581; National Economy, 351; Justice, 349; 
Foreign Affairs, 223; Information, 193; Colonies, 147. 
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JAMAICA 


Sugar Production : It is estimated that the 1944-45 crop of 
sugarcane will produce 156,460 long tons of sugar. There were 
61,600 acres planted to sugarcane in 1944, but that does not 
comprise the entire acreage, as there is a substantial carry-over of 
acreage from year to year with slower-growing varieties of 
cane. 

The 1943-44 crop of sugarcane in Jamaica produced 151,882 
long tons of unrefined sugar, approximately 2,500 tons less than 
the estimate made at the beginning of the harvest. The output 
was below that of the previous three crops which were as follows : 
1940-41, 156.552 tons; 1941-42, 155,262 tons and 1942-43, 
165,669 tons. 

Production began in the first week of January and ended at 
the close of September 1944. In addition to the sugar, the 
distilleries attached to the 26 producing mills produced 1,997,313 
imperial liquid gallons of rum, as compared with 2,064,566 
gallons in the season ended in 1943. 

The decline in sugar production was due to a number of 
factors related mostly to the war. The hurricane of last August 
which swept over the northern and eastern extremities of 
Jamaica, had no important effect upon the sugar crops of 1944 
and 1945. 

Consumption of all grades of sugar during the calendar year 
1944 was estimated at 35,708 long tons. Nearly two-thirds of 
this is believed to be semi-refined or white sugar produced by the 
Monymusk mill, the only mill producing white sugar. A strike 
among the cane cutters in January last may result in a shortage 
of this type of sugar, demand for which was supplied by 
importations until recent years. Consumption in 1944 almost 
doubled that of 1940 on account of increased purchasing power 
and the shortage of other foodstuffs arising from the 1944 hurri- 
cane and drought. 

Unofficial figures indicate that 119,630 long tons of sugar were 
exported to all countries in 1944. As the British Government 
contracted for the entire export production, all exports pre- 
sumably went to Canada or to the United Kingdom, with the 
exception of very small amounts to the island dependencies of 
Jamaica. Exports of sugar from Jamaica in 1943 amounted to 
140,525 long tons valued at £1,831,614, of which all but approxi- 
mately 12,000 tons went to Canada.

NEWFOUNDLAND 


Industrial Development : For many years prior to the war the 
two principal industries in Newfoundland were fisheries and 
pulp and paper manufactures, states ‘“‘ Commercial Intelligence 
Journal,” issued by the Department of Trade and Commerce, 
Ottawa. While there has been no large industrial development 
aside from a considerable expansion in fish-freezing establish- 
ments, the number of small munufacturing concerns has shown 
an increase since the war started. No statistics of factory pro- 
duction are maintained, but it is possible to give same idea 
of the variety of merchandise now being manufactured in 
Newfoundland. 

While most of the plants are located in the St. John’s area, 
there are a number of outports in the Conception Bay area. 
Clarenville, Grand Falls, Corner Brook and Curling, which have 
manufacturing plants as well. The list includes factories manu- 
facturing furniture, building brick, leather footwear, beer and 
aerated waters and clothing. There are four foundries, including 
two companies making nails and hardware; one paint, one 
cordage and net plant, one oiled-clothing plant, one tobacco 
and cigarette factory, one ice cream plant, one margarine plant, 
one soap plant, one trunk and suit-case plant, three mattress 
plants, two broom-making plants, one woollen mill and one 
creosoting plant, one road-dressing material plant, one marine 
engine plant, and many confectionery and bake shops. In addi- 
tion there are numerous machine shops, making miscellaneous 
products. 

With the exception of the paper companies, the mining 
operations and the fisheries, very little exporting can be done. 
With a domestic market of only 300,000, production costs tend 
to be high, and in most cases even the domestic market has to 
be partly supplied by imports.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


Economic Conditions, 1929-39: One outstanding feature of the 
economy of the United States between 1929 and 1939 was the 
severity of the economic fluctuations, states section 1 of the 
** Review of Commercial Conditions in the United States of 
America,” published for the Department of Overseas Trade by 
H.M. Stationery Office, London, price 6d. net. The national 
income, which had reached a peak of over 83,000 million dollars in 
1929 receded to a little under 40,000 million dols. in 1932. By 
1939, at 70,000 million dols. it was still under the 1929 total. 
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OVERSEAS TRADE—continued 


The production of steel, a good index of general industrial 
activity, shows an even more remarkable variation over the 
same period, falling from 56 million tons in 1929 to under 14 
million tons in 1932 and recovering by 1939 to 47 million tons. 

Industrial employment and the wages of workers suffered 
similar, and almost as serious, fluctuations. The employment 
index figure of 106 in 1929 fell by 1932 to 66 and recovered to 

100 in 1939; over the same period wages declined even more 
steeply from an index of 110 to 47 and back to 92. 

Federal revenue dropped from 4,000 million dols. in 1929 to 
one half of that figure in 1932, but rose to somewhat over 5,000 
million dols. in 1939. During this period Federal expenditure 
mounted steadily from just under 4,000 million dols. in 1929 to 
8,750 million dols. in 1939. 

The ten years before the outbreak of the war were thus 
characterised by a severe and prolonged depression followed by 
a gradual recovery. Within the long term cycle there were fre- 
quent variations in the short run. Farm conditions followed an 
even more erratic course but showed less violent variations in 
the volume of production. The total cash income of farmers, 
however, followed the general trend, dropping from 11,000 
million dols. in 1929 to under 5,000 million dols. in 1932 and 
recovering by 1939 to 8,600 million dols. 

By 1937 industrial production in the United States had risen 
to a point slightly above the peak of 1929; a sharp recession 
ensued in 1938, but production again began to climb in 1939. 
Unemployment still continued at a relatively high level and 
remained a most disturbing and difficult phenomenon; even 
when the upward swing out of the depression was well pro- 
nounced the unemployment problem proved very intractable, 
partly as a result of labour-saving devices introduced both in 
industry and agriculture in an effort to reduce costs and to 
increase efficiency. 

Throughout this period the United States industry devoted a 
great deal of attention, and something in the order of 6 per cent. 
of its income, to research. The large size of many United States 
manufacturing corporations undoubtedly favour the develop- 
ment of scientific research financed by industry. Most of the 
industrial research is carried out independently by corporations, 
and expenditure to this end in 1940 was about 300 million dols. 
spent by 2,350 companies who employed research staffs totalling 
over 70,000. In addition considerable research activities are 
carried on by the United States Government, by two large 
independent institutions and by the leading universities. 

It is largely due to the great attention devoted to research 
that United States manufacturers have originated and developed 
so many new products within recent years. The successful 
results of industrial research work in the United States are, and 
will continue to be, an important factor in making her manu- 
facturers powerful competitors in all markcts in the sale of goods 
depending upon modern invention. 

The war has stimulated research in many directions. The 
necessity of developing a synthetic rubber industry has led in 
particular to intensive research efforts in the chemical and 
petroleum industries; this research will probably lead to im- 
portant developments in such related products as plastics.

Sierra LEONE is the oldest of the British West African 
Colonies and has an area, including the Protectorate, of 
28,000 square miles with a population of nearly 2,000, 000. 

European interest in this coast began with the voyages of 
the early navigators in the XVth Century. There was much 
rivalry between Portuguese, Dutch and British. It was not 
until 1792 that any settlement was made at Freetown which 
possesses one of the finest natural harbours in the world.
